Account of the chief Magiſtrates, from their firſt Original (as we find recorded) down to the laft Charter granted by Queen Ame : 
with a genuine Liſt, or Succeſſion, of all the Mayors ſince that Charter, to the Year 1762. 


To which is likewiſe prefixed, a ſhort 
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Among the numerous Adventurers, that arrived from Germam, to invade Britain, &c. came Cerdick, a warlike Saxon, deſcended from the famous Joden, attended with his Son Cerrick, and as many Men as he could tranſport in 
five Ships: Theſe diſembarked in, or about the Year 491, at a Place afterwards called Cerdick's Shore or Sand, from their Leader; which ſaid Place now, according to ſeveral Authors, is Yarmo:uh in Norfolk. But whether theſe 
new Inhabitants (for they continued in theſe Parts Tweaty-four Years) built any Fort, Town, Sc. we no where find. However, in the Year 1042, as it appears in Domes-Day-Book, there were here 70 Burgeſſes; which ſeems 
to evince, that this Town is of greater Antiquity than ſome have imagined. Be that as it will, let us leave theſe Uncertainties, and proceed to the Year 1100, when we- find a Perſon, eſtabliſhed here by Authority, called Le- 
Provoſt ; this Office contiuned till the Year 1209, when King John, firſt incorporated the Town, by the Name of Burgeſſes only, and they annually choſe tour Burgeſſes (relative to the four Leets) 1 rule, till the Year 1426, when 
they reduced the Number to two; which thence continued till the ninth Year of Henry the Seventh, who, by his Charter, did name them Bailiffs, Burgeſſes, Sc. This Form continued till by the Charter of King James the Firſt, 
in the ſixth Year of his Reign in England, and Forty: firſt of Scotland, Yarmouth was made a free Borourgh of itſelf, and one Body Corporate and Politick, in F act, Word and Deed; by the Title of the Bailiffs, Aldermen, Burgeſſes, and 
Commonalty of the Borough of Great Yarmouth, in the County of Norfolk, and to hold their Lands in Fee, and Perpetuity, and have a common Seal for their Cauſes and Buſineſs. This Charter continued till the Year 1683, when 
it was ſurrendered to King Charles the Second, on which this Burgh, who, by Charter dated the 22d. of July, in the 3615 Year of his Reign, incorporated this Borough, and the Town of Little 7, armouth in Suffolk, thereto adjoin- 
ing, one Body Corporate, by the Name of Mayor, Aldermen, Burgeſſes, and Commonalty of the Borough of Great Yarmouth, in the County of Norfolk. Whereupon George Ward, Eſq; was conſtituted and made the firſt Mayor of 
the ſaid Borough; Sir Thomas Medowe, Knight, the Second; Thomas Bradford, the Third; Samuel Fenn, the Fourth; Mitchel Mew, the Fifth; and Jobn Albertſon, the Sixth ; which laſt continued in Office till October the 20th, 1688, 
when King James the Second, by Proclamation, dated Oclober the 17th, put all Cities, Towns, and Boroughs, in England, Wales, and Berwick upon Tweed, in the ſame State they were in, in the Reign of the late King Charles

Other the then Juſtices, Officers, and Miniſters, took upon them the reſpective Offices they held in the Year 1683. This laſt Succeſſion of Bailiffs continued till 1702, in which Year, Queen Anne, by a Charter, dated the 11th 
Day of March, in the Second Year of her Reign, renewed the old Charter for Mayors, &c. which has continued in Force to this Time.
